Aug. 9. by the Norwegian 
fruit Btoamoiv Hosarlu (11 Giorgio, de- 
Clare the latter vessel wcs to blame 
for the collision. 


Becke said the Norwegian 
vessel 


coming north steamed

colliers Marceilus and Leonldas, and 
deliberately turned around and. ran 
right into the former.

gether threw many of the crew from 
their bunks, ami several received bad 
bruises. 


Becke days the water began to pour

tions Unless Present Agitation Con- 
cerning Nicaragua Ceases—Not Hur-

of "Being Shown" a Square Deal 


Washington, Aug. 1C.—The state 


dojmrlment is rapidly losing its pfi- 
ttence with tho persistent attempts of 
certain South Americana temporarily 
in Washington to manufacture senti- 
ment In favor of their particular fac- 
tions, evidently for the purpose of 
forcing the hand of tho United States 
government. 
> 


Thus far, officials of the state de- 


partment have,been unable to make 
any representations in the case be- 
cause their knowledge of the plans of 
the South American diplomats Is dis- 
tinctly unofficial. 
It Is learned on the 


host of authority, however, that this 
government is prepared to show Its 
displeasure at what is declared to be 


deliberate attempt at misrepre- 


sentation. 


Instead of aiding in bringing about 


an early solution of- the trouble be- 
tween Uie Madriz and Kstroda fac- 
tions In Nicaragua, those South Amer- 
ican agitators, whether consciously or 
unconsciously,'have Irritated tho state 
department to a point where their fur- 
ther negotiations with th!o government 
will be valueless unless there Is a ces- 
sation of the present agitation. 


The Impression has gone forth that 


Barrios and Sjilinas, representatives 
of the Madriz faction In Nicaragua, 
have not only been received at the 
stitte department as the official repre- 
sentatives of Madriz but that they 
have made various proposals to the 
officials of this government with a 
view to ending the troubles which are 
retarding the development of that 
country. 


As a matter of fact Barrios and 


Salinas have made no propositions of 
any kind to the state department. 
They have been received by this gov- 
ernment in the capacity of, represent- 
atives of tho.Madriz faction just as 
Mr. 
CastrUlo lias ' represented the 


Estrada faction at the state depart- 
ment. 


The state department has no inten- 


Uon of hurrying itself' In an effort to 
decjdo which of- the factious In Nica- 
ragua should be recognised. It is 
realized that the problem is a most 
difficult one.- 
It Is admiLUed that 


peace could be secured, perhaps, by 
the mere weight of the moral influence 
of this government throwing its sup- 
port to one of the factions. It is adr 
mimed, 
however, that the peace 


would be but temporary. The United 
States, therefore, is determined that 
when setttleuient of the present diili- 
culties is made there shall be a rea- 
sonable assurance of permancy. Such 
assurance cannot be given at this time, 
evidently, either by the Madriz fac- 
tion or the Estrade faction. 


Little importance is attached here 


to tho intention of Mexico to show the 
highest honors to Ruben Dario, who 
will be the representative of Madriz 
at the centennial celebration of the 
declaration of Mexican independence. 
It Is known that President Bias is 
favorable to Madriz and Is anxious to 
have the United States take a similar 
attitude. 


Even if Mexico, however, should 


demonstrate conclusively that it favors 
Madriz tho course of this government 
will not be changed in the slightest 
degree. It is in the attitude of "being 
shown." There is about $15,000,000 
of American capital invested in Blue- 
fields and the surrounding country on 
the "Mosquito coast" and until this 
government is absolutely satisfied that 
American citizens and American cap- 
ital will have a square deal by the 
Nicaraguan government it will not rec- 
ognize any faction. 
Thus far there 


seems to be no such assura'nce in 
sight and the state department will 
withhold its support indefinitely, not- 
withstanding the attempt of diplomats 
to force its hand.

Mayor Gaynor when the latter was 
shot last week In Hoboken, and the 
shock unnerved him to such an extent 
that he never recovered. 


Pedro Montt became president ol 


Chile in September, 1900, and hia 
term of office extended to 1911. He 
succeeded German Reisco as chief 
executive. 
He was elected by an 


enormous majority, and was support- 
ed by a really ^national party. 


Pedro Montt was a member of one 


of the best known families In Chile, 
for his father, Manuel 
Montt, 
was 


president of the Chilean republic from 
1851 to 1801, and to him, chiefly, be- 
cause of his strong will, national his- 
tory gives high credit for a firm. and 
productive administration. 


President Montt was elected to the 


lower house soon after his admission 
to the bar in 1868. 
He held his seat 


for many years and was then returned 
senator. 
During those years he hac 


often been a member of the cabinet, 
and was more than once premier. 


At various times he was speaker ot 


the chamber of deputies and a coun- 
cillor of state, and during a brief but 
trying period was minister plenipoten- 
tiary at Washington. 
In all the of- 


fices he held Montt was'distinguished 
for his conciliatory and well-denned 
policy.

works are now Idle so far as new 
construction is concerned. Naval con- 
struction assigned by the government 
to private yards is at a standstill 
and shipowners are in many cases 
sending their ships to England for 
the necessary repairs naturally under- 
taken in tome ports.

THIRTY-NINE DROWNED 


Gibraltar, Aug. 17.—The 
Spanish 


steamship aMrtos sank Tuesday mor- 
ning off Tarifa, at the entrance to the 
strait of Gibraltar, after a collision 
with the German steamship Elsa. 


Thirty-nine were drowned, of whom 


32 were passengers. 
Tbo survivors 


were landed here. 


A dense fog prevailed at the time 


of the collision. 


Nine of the victims upon the Martos 


were, first-class passengers.
